has not been augmented. His respira- 
tion is 30, his temperature 36.4 centi- 
grade and his pulsation 84. (Signed) 
"LAPPONI, MAZZONI and ROSSINI."

The Douglas county commissioners 


in Nebraska are going to try the ex- 
periment of rebuilding a man in the 
hope of ridding themselves of a county 
charge, says an Omaha dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

well equipped with arguments -why the 
county should provide him a new, set of 
digits.

me out with artificial fingers I can 
make a good living." 


Wiese explained that with celluloid 


fingers he can milk cows, pick fruit, 
handle a pitchfork or a spade or even 
sew tidies if necessary. 


"The fingers will cost $50," he said, 


"but if you don't buy them you'll have 
to keep me at the poor farm, and board 
and lodging will be even more expen- 
sive." 
"The idea makes a hit with me," ac-
